This does not add to” 
one’s sense of security, and in the event of 
trouble there would be a' grave charge to be 
mude owing to the supinenoss of H.B, Mf’s ra- 
prosentatiyo and tho credulity. of the Senior 
Consul. -In perfect fairness let it be addi that 
in three weeks, through the exertions of thé 
Cémmittes, a cirdular has been sent round ask- 
ing what arms and ammunition we possess, * 

Last week wo had o- visit from tho United 
States erniser Prizecton and wera congratalat 
ing ourselves that the powers that be had in- 
duced the States to assist ix doing what they 
should do themselves, viz. hive a pernancnt 
floating armament stationed at Swatow. After 
three days, however, dhe sailed for Amoy. 

: THE SITUATION. 
‘To all appearance the natives of Swatow p 
pet aya perfectly quiot and orderly, but how 
much warning did the white inhabitants of 
India ave before the mutiny! Is not the 
Chinaman us inscrutable ¥ We are indeed glad 
of one thing in Swatow—tho personality of our 
missionaries, If these gentlemen will continue 
in their policy of not interfering and of: sojourn- 
ing at our local health resort for the sea buthing, 
then one source of possible tronble will be re- 
moved, ; Re 

We do not anticipate any trouble in the Swa- 
tow district; at the’sume time every precaution 
should be taken. Toon observer the mannor of 
tho populace, although peaceful, has distinctly 
changed in the last three months, and there is 
an aggressiveness. that before was not apparent, 
A fracuslike that on the s.s, Woos ung last Sunday, 
ending in bloodshed, with the chief officer badly 
mauled and only stopped by the tuct und pluck of 
Capt. Dowson, would not have happened a few. 
months ago. The crowd of coolies in China 
town who used to open a lane for one's advance 
now has to be walked round. The demolition 
of a partly-built mission station eighteen miles 
from here, the -varfying away of building 
material and the warning off of the alleged 
soldiors by the mob—all these straws show 
which way the wind blows. Are we ever to 
Jeurn a lesson ? 

IN CASE OF EMERGENCY. 

If trouble were. to occur, individual efforts 
would be futile. The whites of Swatow ero 
scattered over a-mile of frontage. I hear. by 
rumour we are all to.make for a certain place, 
Puzzle—How to get there? Besides no addi- 
tidus have’ been made to tho provisions of that 
pluce. Unier certain circumstances a little 
food comes in useful. What must be insisted on 
isthe stationing of a gunbost in the Swatow 
river. That and nothing else would be of the 
slightest use. 

HONGKONG : SCHOOLS IN 1899, 
—— 
. Tho Report of thy Inspector of Schools for 
1899 is‘pudlished in the Guzette. We make the 
following extracts :— iets 
A reduction in the number of Government 


Schools was commenced in the year 1892. In 
that year there were 6 English and 23 Chineso 


| Schools compared with 5 Huglish and 7 Uhi- 


ness in 1899, .The number cannot, be reduced 
any farther at present unless the school at Pok- 
fulom, which last.year had an average atten- 


dance of only 11 scholars, should be closed. I 


am loth: to recommend the closing of ean old 
achool; but unless there should appear to be a 
prospect of an increase to the Chinese popile- 
tion in the neighbourhood, this schoo! ouglit 
not to be kopt up. Of the 22 schools closed 
during the last seven years 11 lave been re- 
placed by Grant-in-Aid Schools. At one time 
or.another seven other Grunt-in-Aid Schools 
were: started with the intention of replucing 
Government Schools, but five of them are no 
longer in oxistence, and two are closed for the 
time .being. Nine of ‘the schools therefore 
vemain unreplaced, and it is much to be re- 
gretted that five of them wera over closed. 
Education by meatis of Grant-in-Aid Schools is 
cheaper than education by Government Schools, 
but it is subject to frequent interruptions owing 
to difficulties with teachers and Jandlords, and 


| I- beliove that if the Gevernment Schools re- 


ferred to had remainéd open, the attendance ut 
them would by now have more‘than justified 
their existence... The remaining: schools, four in 
number, were in small isolated hamlets, and 
should never haye best opened. - . 

The decrease in the Grant-in-Aid Schools 
dates from 1895, when, there wore 83 Chinese 
Schools open as against 73 in 1899. [ am afraid 
that-in the near fature the nihober will be still 
further. reduced by the closing of schools in 
‘Victoria unless circomstances change very mnch. 
The genoral increase in rents is pressing severely 
‘on some of the schools and certain movements 
of population are also adversely affecting the 
‘echools in the Western Districts. 

‘fhe total number of children on the rolls for 
the year under review is the largest on record. 
The number of scholars learning English con- 
tinues-to increase and the: namber of: girls on 
the rolls is only four less than in the year 1893, 
in which tha highest number occurs. 

The ratio which tho expenditure on education 
bears to the’ general revenue of the Colony 
has now sunk to a very low figure. This is, of 
eourso, due in some part to the increase in the. 
attendance. and in the fees charged at. Queen's 
Volleze during the Inst ten years. .The 
fees lest year amounted ‘to over $27,009 and it 
ds only natural to wish that some portion at any 
rate of this large sum could be diverted to

The school has been well at- 
tended and: two-thirds of the scholars ure boys, 
The average attendance which in 1898 was 21 
roso to 41 in 1899, and ns the average attan- 
dance at the Government School in 1898 was 


only 24. it is clear that no injury to education Roan CENTRAL. 


has been caused’ by the withtrawal of the Go- 
yernment. . 

The average attendance at the four schools 
which teach English shows an increase of 14 per |. 
cent. It has reached ths limit of accommoda. 
tion, and in the case of the two achools at 
Suiyingpoon und Wantsai, has passed a little 
beyond the point beyond: which tho teaching 
can remain as effective as is desirablo, ‘ 

Ten boys competed for the Free Scholatships 
st Queen's College in March, and four scholar. 
ships were awarded. Two of the aucozsaful 
boys had boen.educated ut tho Sniyingpoon 
school, one at Wantsai and one at Wongnai- 
chung. There were no competitors from the 
Yaumati school. ' , 

- No change has beon made in the ‘curriculum 
of the English School bayond the introduction 
of tranilation in the Fourth Stundard and the 
substitution of the elements of grammar for 
geography in the second. 

Some slight progress, through ‘not so great 
as I had expected, has been mude in the sub- 
stitution in the Chinese Schools of uystem of 
teaching Chinese adapta to elementary schools 
in placé of time-honoured system in force in 
China. = 

Grant-in-Aid Schools. —The number of grant- 
in-aid schools on the roll is 96 compared with 
100 on the roll.in 1898. One new school, a 
mixed Chineas school under the management of 
the Roman Catholic Mission, has beon opened 
at Aberdeen, whore there was previously no 
school for girls, and the following five schools 
have been closed:—The Basel Mission School 
at Matou-ch’ung, the Berlin Ladies Mission 
Queen's Road West School, the Roman Catho- 
lic St. Theresa School, the Roman Catholic 
Cathedral School, Division IL., and the Wes- 
leyan Mission Kennedytown School, 2 

Out of the 96 schools on the roll only 87 were 
examined. Two schools were temporarily dis- 
persot owing to the hous in which they were 
located being réndered unsafe by the demolition 
of an adjucent horse, and woro excused exami-. 
uation, the grants being nssexsed on tho restilts 
of the three preceding years, One school had 
to leava the promises ceespied dy it on a month's 
notice; a few of the scholars uttended a school 
in the vicinity under tha same management for 
the remainder of the year and were examined 
there. Four schools are closed pending the 
engagement of teachers. The teachers of two 
schoo's died during the year. 

Low years ago I pointed out that 99 per 
cont. of ths boys and 93 per cent. of the girls 
in Chinese Grant-in-Aid Schools were in the 
threo lowest stundards. I have tabulated the 
returns mide by each school at the time of 
examination, and it appeurs from them that 
with the exception of Girls Schools in Class IIZ 
more than. half the scholars spend. not more 
than year iu any particular. school. A small 
percentage may have attended other Grant-in-. 
Aid Schools in previous years, but the number 
cannot be large. In considering the educational 
problems, of Hongkong these two facts are 


worth bearing in mind.

General MacArthur will continne to act as 
Governor of the islands until such time ‘as-the 
President of the Commission roports to the j 
President of the United States. that the islands‘ 
are in a lit condition to be wholly ontrasted |. 
with civil government. ,

The four great piers on the North German 
Lloyd line, in Hoboken, were totally destroyed 
hy: fire. this afternoon.“ 'Phe large passenger 
steamship Saale, the large freight and pastonger 
steamer Bremen, and the -Maiz,-p large’ pas- 
senger and frejiht steamer, of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd lino, were. burned to the water's 
edge. The Hamburg-Amorican line steamship 


| Phoenicia, d passenger steamer, was also burnod 


to the water's edge. ‘ 
~ Campbell’s'storage warehouses, on the opposite 
-side of tho street, five big: buildings in all, : and 
each five stories: high, are now Dlazing with in-

| The Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, which just 


came in to-day, was saved, though badly acorch- 
ed nt.the bow.

' When tho Bremen, Phoenicia and Saale were 


in the stream, men were seen at the port-holes 
waving -their handkerchiofs for assistance, bit 
ngne was rendered them, os the heat from the 
burning ships was so sreat that no vessel could 
approach anywhere nenr them.

of the company, taking in over u third of a mile 
of waterfront and consisting of threo’ groat 
piers, was completely enveloped in a hage blaze 
that sont. great clouds of smoke high up in the 
air. The flames started so suddenly and gained, 
such headway that the people on the piers or 
the numerous yeesels docked were” unable to 
teach the street, 

There were grest gangs of workmen on the 
Piers, ond: these, together with o number of 
people who were at the docks on busines and 
visiting the hips, scattered in all directions. 
As all means of exit were cut off by the flames, 
they were forced to jump overboard, and it is 
believed a great number of people wore drowned. 

The fire was first discovered by the watch man 
At 4 o'clock he saw o small stream 
of flame shoot from a bale of cotton on Pier 
No. 2, at which was dooked the stoamer Saade. 
He. immediately, sent in an alarm. In a few
